W Dave often deſired befoze theſe

unanimous affections of my good people here. 
But the malicious deſignes of the Authoꝛs of 
this moſt unnaturall Marre, have made thoſe 
my intentions ünpoſſible: yes my coming to 
you in this poſture, may ſuffictently expꝛeſſe 
— 3 value J ſet upon theſe aflociated Coꝛm⸗ 
J am now come to relieve pou from the

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violence of a Kebellious Army ſent hither by 
thoſe that have plunged this whole Bingdom 
into theſe deſperate diſtractions. They have 
got footing in your Country, and under the 
taiſe pzetences they carry with them wherewith 
they have abuſed too many of my people) are 
ready to devoure you and bzing deſtruction to 
your Religion, .P2operty, and Liberty. Theſe 
J am come to defend, and ſhall refuſe no danger 
that may conduce to pour deliverance from this 
Ravery attempte on you by thoſe men. All 
that J ask of you is, that you will not be waikt- 
ing to pour ſelves, but will heartily jon with 
me in this good. wok, by contributing pour 
cheerfull aluſtance to my Army, and by per⸗ 
fo:ming your duty, in bearing Arms with me 
in this good cauſe, wherein whoſoever ſhall fall 
carrpeth this comfozt with him that he falleth in 
defence of che true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, his 
King; his Country, and the Law ofthe Land. 
and he that will not venture his life foz theſe, J 
had rather have his room then his company, 
Upon theſe. grounds J chall lead you on ; follow 
me with courage, and the Godot Power give us 
his bleſling-- J ſhall further remember vou of 
this, that ik by pour alliſtance it ſhall pleaſe 
God to enable me to reduce this Armp now in 
the bowels of pour Country, you will not there⸗ 
by oncly free-theſe: alſociated Counties from 
thoſe miſeries which thzeaten you, but it may 
pleaſe God in mercy lo to look upon tyis pooꝛ 
kingdom, that the fruits of this victoꝛy may bea 
a means

means to reſtoꝛe Peace to us all; that bleſſed 
Peace which J have ſo often, and ſo impoztu⸗ 
nately ſought fo: from them at Welt minſter, and 
which they have ſo ſcoꝛntully rejected, as it the 
blood of their fello w⸗ Subjects were their de: 
light. God turn their hearts: Neither ſhall J 
delpair of it, it the ſuccelle of that Army ( the 
chiefeſt ſtrength on which they rely ſhall fail 
their expectation) foꝛ then it may have ſuch an 
influence upon them, that J ſhail hope they may 
be pꝛevailed with to give pou leave to ve happy 
again, (which J have ſo often defired) to have 
all that is in queſtion between them and me, 
determined in a full and free convention of Pars 
liament: Then J holt not fear but the united 
Power of this Kingdom; will eaſily free us from 
that Nozthern invaſion, which (making ule of 
our diviſions ) thzeatneth no leſle then the con- 
queſt of this whole Nation. This I aſlure you; 
that no ſucceile ſhall make me leſie 3ealguſly 
ſeek ſoꝛ Peace (well knowing whole blood igto 
be ſpilt in this unhappy quarreil) but vather 
hail maze fervently encreaſe my deſires, by how 
much J may have better grounded hopes toat- 
tain what J fo earnelily deſire, .' When J menti⸗ 
on Peace; J would be underſtood to intend that 
Peace which is built upon ſuch koundations as 
are moſt likely to render it firm and ſable; 
wherein God's true Religion may be beſt ſecu⸗ 
red from the danger of Popery, Sectaries, and 
Innovations, tie Crown map polleſſe thoſe

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tert and govern my people arcoding to Law, 
and the Subject be confirmed in choſe rigyts, 
which they have derived from their foze-fatyers, 
and:whicy J have granted to them m Parlia⸗ 
ment to which J thail arwares be ready to adde 
ſuch new graces,as'J hall finde moſt to conduce 
to their happinelle : This is the Peace which 
J labour foz, wherein J may juſy expect your 
belt alliftance with your hearts, hands, and 
purkes. '- Neither lyall J be moze burdenſome 
to you with my Army, then of necellity J mult 
fo its ſuppozt ( io farre F mult deſire your help.

Sheriffe, and the Com- 
millioners of this County (which J moſt ear⸗ 
neſtiy recaumend to pour care) you wall finde 
me very &rict in lauch dilcipline as may bett ſe⸗ 
rute von. This might J Hope to have joyned 
to me other confiderable Foꝛces, which are up⸗ 
on their march towards me, and to moꝛrow 
monung we hall hum aske Gods bleſſing on 
us and begin the work. This care J thall tur- 
ther take toꝛ vou, that ag ſoon as poſtibly J can. 
other men (to belevyed by Empꝛelle) chall ſup⸗ 
ply the places of ſuch ol you. as J ſhall then give 
Gberty to return to pour Harvoſt. J ſhall cen 
glude with rhis pꝛomiſe to you, that J ſhall look 
upon pdurcheertfulnelle in this Service. —
